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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant discloses an information-processing apparatus that transmits a carrier 
wave signal to a signal-responding member that processes and back-scatters the 
signal. The information-processing apparatus receives a composite signal 
including the back-scattered signal from the signal-responding member. The 
information-processing apparatus then compares the phase of the carrier wave 
signal sent from the signal-responding member with the received carrier wave 
signal. Received carrier wave signals not synchronized with the phase of the 
carrier wave signal transmitted by the information-processing apparatus are 
eliminated. 

The prior art teaches the removal of noise by filtering out undesired 
frequencies. The prior art also teaches removing signals that are out of phase 
compared to a strong signal consisting of a portion of a received composite 
amplitude modulated carrier wave signal. However, the prior art does not teach 
a transceiver system comparing the phase of a carrier wave transmitted by the 
transceiver with a composite signal received by the transceiver and eliminating 
the out of phase carrier wave components of the received composite signal.
